Men‘s Hockey Update: The Stingers (2-4-3 overall) split a weekend series with 0.U.A.A. 
competition defeating R.M.C. 7-2 and losing to Queen's 4-2. Third-year forward Richard 
Laplante (Boucherville, Que.) tallied two goals and four assists in the two games. Linemate 
Rob Boyle (Toronto, Ont.) scored one goal and three assists. Impressive rookie Stéphane 
Therrien (Montreal, Que.) and second-year linemate John Gravelle (Dollard des Ormeaux, 
Que. ) had two goals each against R.M.C. First-year goaltender Todd Talbot (Montreal, Que.) 
made 25 saves against R.M.C. The Stingers had 44 shots on goals against R.M.C. and outshot 
Queen's 38-21 in their loss. 


This Week: Concordia travels across town to play the McGill Redmen (Nov. 1) before visiting 
N.C.A.A. Division | teams Dartmouth (Nov. 3) and Yale (Nov. 4). 


The Records: The Stingers are 47-24-2 against McGill since 1975. However , they have 
defeated McGill only three times in their last 13 encounters. Concordia is 3- 1-1 versus 
Dartmouth and have yet to play Yale. 


The Dartmouth Report: The Big Green missed the playoffs by a single point last year. They 
are led by defenseman Dave Williams, a first-team All-ECAC selection in 1989. The other 
stalwart is senior goalie Steve Laurin. 


The Yale Report: The Bulldogs are picked for a playoff spot this year despite being one of the 
younger teams in the N.C.A.A. They are coached by highly respected Tim Taylor who has super 
sophomores Jeff Blaeser and John Ferguson leading the way.

Last Week: Mark Davidson (Lachute, Que.) and Andrew Meth (Alexandria, Ont.) had the 
other Stinger goals against Queen's and R.M.C. The Stingers were three of 12 on the powerplay 
while allowing one goal short-handed. Richard Laplante had one powerplay and one 
short-handed goal for the Stingers. 


: Third-year forward Richard Laplante had a six point weekend and now 
has nine goals and 12 assists in nine games overall. The two-time 0.U.A.A. All-Star now has 
186 career points in only 76 games. He needs four points to tie Bob Lagarde (1972-77) for 
tenth place on the Stingers all-time list. Donnie Morris (1972-76) is next with 191 points 
in 161 games. The 1989 Guy Lafleur Trohpy Winner is the most prolific scorer in 
Concordia history with his 2.45 points per game average. The only other player with over a 2.0 
points per game average was former All-Canadian Doug Feasby ( 1978-81) who ended his 
career with a 2.10 ratio.
